AMERICAN STEEL PRICES, 

New prices for steel, to come into effect 
immedia have been fixed by American 
steel makers. The price of steel shapes is 
reduced by half, and that of steel Mia by 
even more, and the new prices are 
in sales to the Amefican and Allied ‘inom 
ments, and also to the public.

Briefly, the position is that war demands for 
steel are not diminishing, and that transport 
them is not increasing, and, 
under the cireumstances, it is difficult to see 
how the private consumer is to get more steel 
than before. As far as Dublin rebuilding is 
concerned, supplies, and prices also, have felt 
the beneficent intervention of the Ministry 
of Munitions, ao that the situation is decidedly 
mote favourable than it would otherwise have 
dn regard to the question of price, it 
must be recollected also that steel prices in 
soaring to ridiculous 
heights, and had, therefore, a greater margin 
than here for reduction, as demonstrated by 
the fact that American steel makers propose 
to make these astounding reductions in prices 
without reducing wages.
